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EQUIPMENT UPDATE 


We're really pleased to see so many inter- 
esting new developments on the skate- 
boarding equipment scene. There are 
several truly innovative products which 
are adding to the technical sophistication 
of the sport and helping expand its hori- 
zon of possibilities. Here are some new- 
comers for your consideration: 


MAYAN CAT TRUCK 
Sports-Trend of San Diego is manufac- 
turing a new skateboard truck of totally 
unconventional design on which they 
have a patent pending. It will be known as 
the Mayan Cat; the term ‘:CAT’’ denotes 
Cam Action Truck, which describes its 
principle of operation. The two-part con- 
struction consists of a support base of 
high strength molybdenum disulphide 
filled polyurethane and an axle carrier of 
heat-treated aluminum alloy. The assem- 
bly is held together by a single bolt, wash- 
ers, one rubber and a self-locking nut 
identical to those securing the wheels. 
This truck allows 35° of turn in both 
directions. 

When turning, the urethane support 
base rolls along the axle carrier, shifting 
the rider’s weight inward toward the cen- 
ter of the turn with much the same action 
as a turning bicycle. The conventional 
truck tends to shift the weight outward.

The axle hanger is made of strong but 
light aircraft material. The design in- 
corporating a raised axle is said to elimi- 
nate the need for pads to take up slop in 
the base bolts in between the board and 
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the base. The hanger and pivot area offer 
full rotation with unobstructed perform- 
ance. The base plate is also constructed 
from a lightweight metal which will not 
split or break. It is interchangeable with 
other hangers and teflon coated in non- 
scratch black. Energy Trucks come in 
sizes of 5’’, 6” and 7”. 


STAR TRAC WHEELS 
Kryptonics of Boulder, CO, informs us 
that their Star-Trac Wheels have been 
completely redesigned and reformulated 
to cover a greater range of riding appli- 
cations. A new series of urethane pro- 
vides high quality and performance. Each 
color coded formula is nearly 15% faster 
and far more durable than the formula it 
replaces, including a new hard green for 
park use. Another improvement is the 
radial edge design common to all the new 
wheels. This new design utilizes a stiffer 
rolled edge for positive control and 
smooth skating. The new radial edge 
wheels are now available in 60, 65 and 70 
mm sizes, and all are slightly narrower for 
added speed and reduced weight.

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THE TAIL TAP AND 
THE TAIL BLOCK 


by Chris Strople 


The tail tap or tail block, is a basic off- 
the-lip move that uses the tail as a pivot. 
The first, most important, thing to remem- 
ber in doing a tail tap or block is to draw a 
straight line up the wall. Then, a foot to 
six-inches from the top, begin to grab 
your nose, and thrust with your rear foot. 
When you reach the edge of the lip, pull 
the nose of the board out from the lip and 
lightly throw it down while still holding 
the nose. This motion causes your weight 
to shift, bringing you down and away from 
the lip in one easy move. 

Now the difference between a tail 
block and a tail tap is that when a tail block 
is performed, all four wheels are sus- 
pended in air with only the tail touching 
the top of the lip. On a tail tap, one or both 
wheels are still on the lip. Speed and 
thrust are the determining factors on 
whether you will pull a tail tap or a tail 
block—two more advanced and current 
maneuvers for the progressive skater’s

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“VARIOUS AND 
SUNDRY THINGS 
THAT HAVE BEEN 

ON MY MIND” 


by Curtis Hesselgrave 


Today I’m going to talk on two wildly di- 
vergent subjects. First, | want to clear up 
some confusion; and secondly, give my 
personal view of what I’m trying to do by 
writing this column every month. 

The confusion that | want to clear up is 
the ‘‘Frontside/Backside’’ one. In my 
travels around the country, I’ve found 
that the direction your body moves when 
doing kickturns is called by different 








names. The problem becomes apparent 
when you go from flatland to vertical. 

If you are a regular foot (i.e., right foot 
on the tail), and you spin 360’s toward 
your left; it's regarded as Backside 
(goofy-foot’s-reverse all this). But, if you 
go on a bank, and kickturn toward the 
left, it’s regarded as Frontside. The expla- 
nation of this apparent discrepancy is 
twofold: the first is technical, the second 
is historical (because most of the early 
skaters were surfers also). 

The technical reason is that when 
doing a frontside kickturn on a wall, your 
chest faces the wall as you turn. In the 
case of 360’s, you are spinning toward 
your back. So, in bank-riding kickturns, 
it's the relationship of your body to the 
wall that is the determining factor; on flat- 
land, it’s the direction you spin. 

The second reason goes back to the 
original name for bank kickturns. Kick- 
turns used to be called ‘‘Off the Lip’s,’”’ as 
they were similar to surfing a wave. When 
a surfer rides down to the bottom of a 
wave, turns, and rides back to the top to 
rebound off it, thereby directing his board 
back down the wave again, it is called an 
“off the lip.” When a surfer rides a wave 
with his chest facing the wave, it’s called 
a frontside ride. Therefore, a regular foot 
surfer riding frontside, rebounding off the 
top of a wave would be making a left turn, 
just as a regular-foot skater doing a front- 
side kickturn would be making a left turn. 
As you can see, the name for the direc- 
tion of the kickturns on banks has techni- 
cal as well as historical reasons behind it. 

Now, after hopefully clearing up that 


bah) ae 


little mystery, I'll move on to ‘‘Phase 
Two.’ As the name of this column is 
“Skate Safe,’’ we've spent past issues 
discussing subjects ranging from prin- 
ciples of mind/body coordination, to how 
to do a kickturn on vertical. Now, I'd like 
to link all these divergent subjects with 
the philosophy behind my concept of safe 
skateboarding. 

To me, the safe skater is the one who 
takes all the possible factors of his envi- 
ronment into consideration when he 
skates; his talent, equipment, terrain, le- 
gal implications, safety equipment, crowd 
conditions, surface conditions, etc. 

All skaters, from the green beginner to 
the seasoned pro, know that all of the 
above conditions exist. The degree to 
which you skate safe depends on how 
many of these factors you choose to con- 
sider, and what steps you take to accom- 
modate them. It’s obvious that at any 
given time you can choose to ignore any- 
thing you want and bull right on through 
anything . . . yet, that’s not what I’d con- 
sider safe. You see, safety contains a cer- 
tain amount of wisdom; a consideration 
of ali the elements that fit you into har- 
monious accord with your environment. 

This is safety in the most absolute 
sense. To translate this concept into daily 
activity, to fit the right amount of pre- 
caution into each given situation, is the 
founding intent of this column. 

We'll talk of many things and | hope that 
through this something will make a con- 
nection somewhere in you, and you'll be- 
gin to build your own personal balance 
and reality of safe skating. @

The comfortably padded lining and rug- 
ged vinyl outside form a durable skin 
which is available in red, black, blue and 
Orange. The support features velcro clo- 
sures and is designed to ‘‘fit like a glove 
under your glove.’ In some cases, this 
requires a glove one size larger than a 
skater would ordinarily wear, but the 
added protection is definitely worth it. 
There is also an abrasion-resistant skid 
plate crossing the palm. Sanjon supports 
come in sizes from petite to large. So, 
whatever your size, age, or skating ability 
level, Sanjon wrist supports can help you 
avoid road rash, sprains and broken 
bones. 

Sanjon also offers Shockabsorber 
knee and elbow pads which are designed 
to disperse shock away from the bone. 
These protective pads come in one size 
only, with velcro closures for individual fit 
and adjustment. They are available in the 
same color selection as the wrist sup- 
ports and can be cleaned easily.

Ob Biniak 


Somebody once said something 
about walking softly and carrying a 
big stick, a statement which aptly 
describes Bob Biniak’s position in 
the pantheon of skate notables. His 
reputation in the sport/art centers 
around his unparalleled aggression 
and continually unique moves on 
and in radical terrains. Coming 
from what is generally regarded as 
a hard core area (Dogtown), Biniak 
has always been recognized as one 
of the prime exponents of the re- 
gion’s uncompromising style. How- 
ever, aside from his skating, Bob 
remains an enigma to the general 
public. He doesn’t speak often and 
he doesn’t say a lot; but when he 
does, people listen ‘cause he’s 
known to back up what he says to 
the hilt. This interview was con- 
ducted in between his morning 
round of golf at the Rivera Country 
Club, a luncheon pool shoot at the 
Dog Bowl and Hustler’s opening at 
Gazzori’s on the Sunset Strip. Read 
on, ‘cause this constitutes a rare in- 
sight into the thoughts of one of the 
leaders of skating’s avant garde.

How long have you been 
skating? 

About six years. . . not too long. 

What kind of skating are you 
into? 

Mainly pools and banks, pipelines, 
skateparks. . . I'm not really into 
freestyle, just speed racing and 
parks, pools; just skating with my 
friends. 

What are your favorite spots for 
skating? 

Right now, the Dog Bowl and 
Skatopia and Upland Skate Park, and 
speed racing at the Highlands. 

How do you think parks are 
keeping up with the direction of 
the sport? 

Well, | think the whole sport is 
coming around to skateparks; that’s 
what's gonna keep it goin’, and right 
now there’s a lot of (bad) parks and a 
lot of good ones; but they have to 
have the right skaters design ‘em, 
‘cause they can’t have a freestyle 
skater design a bowl park. It has to 
be someone that’s into pool riding, or 
something like that, cause they build 
the bowls so they don’t even work. 

Which ones are you talking 
about? 

Montebello. It’s like Montebello 
compared to Upland, you know. 
They had bow! riders build Upland, 
and you can tell how much more 
radical it is than Montebello. 
Montebello’s not functional. 

What do you think about 
contests? 

Well, people that come out to see 
‘em want to find a lot of excitement in 
it... the way they run ’em now, 
there’s no excitement in them. They 
need to build ramps from the top of 
the stadium to the bottom to get 
people excited, ‘cause now it’s too 
drawn out, you know. They have so 
many delays in between that 
everyone gets bored and they don’t 
want to come out. If you had a big 
80-foot ramp in a contest, in an 
arena, you’d get a lot more 
excitement; you could have speed 
runs, giant slalom. 


You mentioned contests as 
being dull... 

You can take Long Beach, for 
instance. They runa slalom on flat 
ground. They have a ramp drop 


about ten feet onto flat ground; no 
one gets excited off that. Like | was 
saying, if they had a big, giant ramp 
from the top of the arena to the 
bottom, it would bring out a lot more 
excitement. And as far as the surface 
goes, it’s totally (bad). It’s all 

slippery, and it’s not a well-put- 
together contest at all. 


What’s the best contest you’ve 
ever seen? 

There haven't been too many. I’d 
say the La Costa contest in the 
summer. 

What kind of equipment do you 
use? 

Well, | just got done designing a 
31” skateboard that’s being 
manufactured by Logan Earth Ski. 
It's a laminate—seven layers—with a 
kick tail. And the trucks | like to use 
are mainly Tracker’s, ranging from 
Half-Tracks to full Tracks, depending 
on the terrain. Wheels—lI’d have to 
say Park Riders, Power Flex, 
Emotions, and Tunnel Rocks—all 
depending on what you’re doing. 

Do you think using the proper 
equipment is important? 

Oh definitely. The equipment 
makes the whole difference. You 
couldn’t go out and ride a (bad) 
board and expect to win a contest or 
anything. You have to have the best 
equipment to win. 

When you’re just doing your 
everyday skating, say in a pool, 
what are your parameters for 
excellence? 

Quarter-edgers and axle-scrapers 
and frontsides; just anything that 
comes into my mind. Go for what 
you know. 


Who are your favorite pool 


riders, and why? 


I'd have to say that Tony Alva and 
Paul Constantineau have to be my 
two favorites: Tony really pushes you 
alot, and he’s real aggressive and 
radical; Paul just gets insane 
maneuvers that blow your mind. 

What do you think of the alleged 
animosities between Down South 
and what they call Dogtown? 

Well, lately it seems to have 
slacked off. | don’t even know if 
there’s any friction left. Even though | 
still think we should have a bowl- 
riding contest; it would help

everyone’s publicity out since there 
was so much friction. Now it seems 
like we’re not even gonna have a 
contest, but we shouid. 


What areas can you see as 
potential power pockets? 

The most upcoming has to be 
Boulder, Colorado. It seems to me 
they’re getting bolder every day. San 
Diego will always be there with 
freestylers, but you can never forget 
the D.T. boys. 

What do you think of the media? 

Well, all | can really say is some 
magazines are really good, and some 
are kind of political, and some are 
really bad. 


What about movies? 
| haven’t seen one that | liked yet. 


What do you think the best thing 
about skateboarding is? 

Just having a few greenies, and 
goin’ skatin’ with my friends at our 
pools; and going to parks maybe 
once in a while, and going for speed 
runs. 

What do you think of the 
manufacturers? 

| think the more reputable, bigger 
manufacturers that are coming out 
with a good product are helping the 
sport a lot. It’s the ones that are 
coming out with the dime-store 
cheap stuff—that people are getting 
hurt on—that’s ruining the name of 
the sport. 

What do you think the future of 
the sport is? 

Like | said before, it’s all coming 
around to skateparks, so it has to be 
bowl riding and pool riding. And it’s 
gotta be something that gives the 
crowd excitement, ‘cause that’s what 
they want to see. | think speed racing 
and giant slalom are gonna take 
over, along with bowl riding. 

You surf and you ski; how do 
you feel both these sports relate to 
skateboarding? 

Well, skiing and skateboarding, to 
me, relate as big speed runs, as far 
as that goes; and surfing and 
skating, to me, it seems like when 
you're skating a pool, it’s almost like 
surfing. It relates because of the 
climbing and dropping, and the 
weightless sensations of 
verticalness. 


You play golf; how does that

relate? 

The only way that | can really say 
that that relates is all in 
concentration, because golf takes a 
lot of concentration. 


What do you think about 
interviews? 

| really don’t think about ’em, so 
that’s why | don’t know how this is 
gonna turn. out. 

What’s the thing that (bothers) 
you the most today in 
skateboarding? 

Like in slalom racing when the 
timing lights aren't together, and it 
ruins your run; it can ruin the whole 
contest for you. 


Being a professional skater, 
what stokes you about it? 

You get to travel around a lot, meet 
alot of new people, and just have a 
whole lot of fun. 

How do you feel the ability level 
of the sport is doing today? 

It’s slowed down a little, but it’s still 
growing every day, more and more. 

When did you first get into 
speed racing? 

It all started about two-and-a-half 
years ago when just me and a few of 
my friends used to flash down these 
hills right close to our house in the 
middle of the night when no cars 
were around. 


Do you do a lot of speed runs? 

Yeah, | do. The funny thing about it 
is, |do ‘em like at 12 o’clock at night 
when there’s no one around. And I’m 
not into machines; | use my own 
model, and full leathers and helmet, 
and everything, and that’s how | get 
my practice. 

Do you see a lot of potential in 
speed contests? 

Sure, of course, ‘cause there’s a 
lot of excitement in it, and people 
really love to see people going 50-60 
miles an hour down a hill. 

Who do you think the major 
competition is in speed racing 
today? 

I'd have to say Chuy Madrigal in 
the straight runs, and for the canyon- 
type runs and for the canyon-type 
racing it would have to be Tony Alva. 


I’ve heard a lot about your 
Dogtown training program. Would 
you care to go into that? 

Sure. A lot of people seem to think 
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that D.T. boys are just partying 
radicals, but actually we’re 
professional athletes with a full 
training program. See, we get up 
every morning at six o'clock, and jog 
on down to Gold’s Gym, pump iron 
for about an hour and a half, then 
after that, we go for a run to the top 
of Topanga Canyon and back. It’s 
really good for your stamina, and it 
really builds up your endurance on 
the high-altitude climb up Topanga. 
The beach part of the run builds up 
those calves and ankles. And then 
it’s off to three or four hours of 
skating. After that, it’s off to the 
Health Club for a swim, steam bath 
and good rubdown. Then we have 
the evening meal. We always set a 
full training table. | think proper 
training and conditioning is what 
separates the men from the boys. 
Why do you think Bruce Logan’s 
been on the top for so long? It’s 
entirely due to his strenuous workout 
schedule. 

You mentioned diet; do you 
maintain a strict dietary program? 

Of course | do. First off, | take 37 
vitamin and protein compounds a 
day. | usually have steak and eggs 
for breakfast, followed by sliced 
organic tomatoes and cottage 
cheese for Iunch, along with a half- 
gallon of milk. A lot of people forget 
that milk has something for 
everybody. For dinner, | like 12 raw 
eggs, brown ones, with milk. | know 
this diet works because | got it from 
Arnold Schwartznager. | ingest only 
the highest quality substances, 
because my energy depends on it. 

What advice do you have for 
aspiring pro skaters? 

All| can say is just be like Baby 
Paul; he has a full workout schedule, 
and gets good grades in school. 

What about your celebrated 
Dogtown night life? 

It’s great, but we can only do that 
during the off-season. 

Equipment-wise, what do you 
think the most revolutionary 
breakthrough in skateboarding 
has been in the last few years? 

I'd have to say it’s been the 
development of Tracker Trucks, 
along with all the new wheels. 


You mentined the Dog Bowl as 


68 


being your favorite pool. Why 
don’t you describe it? 

It’s 9’ deep, and it’s really wide so 
you can carve both sides; it’s about 
30’ wide. It has about 6’ of transition 
coming into 3’ of vertical, with a nice, 
long, shallow end for pushing; you 
can go either way because it’s such 
a wide bowl. 

What is your conception of the 
ultimate skatepark terrain? 

I'd say it would have to be about a 
25’ pipe on a slight down-hill for 
about maybe a half-mile that opened 
up into a half-pipe that was say 17’ 
deep and that went for a quarter- 
mile, then at the end when you got 
done riding, you could get on 
something sort of like a ski lift, and 
it'd take you back up to the top. Also, 
I'd like to add that on that half-pipe 
you need coping, because those 
rounded skatepark tops are not very 
functional. And for bowl riding, I'd 
like to see three or four different 
bowls, each having their own shape, 
with a semi-half-pipe running into a 
vertical half-pipe. This is like two 
banks facing each other, running 
into them, with a lot of vertical. |’d 
like to have one perfectly round, one 
oval one, and sort of a kidney- 
shaped one . . . one kidney one way, 
and one kidney the other way, So 
any rider could ride ‘em. 

Are these bowls in conjunction 
with each other; are they 
connected? 

No, they’re separate. . . separate 
runs. You can’t have bowls put 
together. They've each got to be in 
their separate area, because they 
wouldn't work if they were together. 


What about coping? 


Oh, yeah, | wouldn’t want any tiles, 


but you do need coping on them, 
because a rounded top, like | said 
before, does not work. 

What size wall do you prefer in 
bowls? 

Ten to fourteen feet. 

How wide? 

Thirty-feet wide, |’d say, is about 
the best width, so you can go back 
and forth without any trouble, plus 
you could also carve around ’em. 

What is the most radical thing 
you’ve ever seen? 

I'd have to say that would be Tony

With your overall concern for 
general conditioning, what’s your 
attitude towards safety 
equipment? 

Well, one thing that | really like that 
they just came out with would have 
to be Rector shorts, because they 
have a lot of hip-pad protection, and | 
also like elbow pads and gloves, but | 
do not like knee pads, because they 
restrain my leg movements. 

What about helmets and 
leathers? 

Helmets, yes; | think they’re a 
necessity in skating vertical terrain. 

What about for speed runs? 

For speed runs, | like to wear full 
ABC leathers, and | like those 
downhill ski racing helmets with the 
fairing in the back that they use for 
world record speed attempts. 

What do you think about 
mandatory restrictions regarding 
safety equipment in skateparks? 

| think it’s good for a lot of little 
kids and stuff, but they should have 
special dates set aside where pros 

* could ride without it. 

As a professional skater, are 
you conscious of your public 
image? 

Yes, I’m very conscious of my 
public image. You have to be, 
because you’re in a position of 
leadership, and a lot of people don’t 
seem to want to take their 
responsibility seriously. You know, 
some guys will go out and do 
anything for money. | saw this one 
commercial where a pro-level skater 
was doing a handstand without any 
safety gear on. Now just because of 
that one action, a lot of young 
skaters will get the idea that they 
don’t have to wear safety gear. Of 
course, this same skater thought 
nothing of bragging in the L.A. Times 
about how much money he makes. |

Since the interest 
is already there on an international 
level, it’s just a matter of organization 
to get admitted as a host country 
sport. The admission would lead to 
skateboarding finally receiving the 
serious recognition it deserves as a 
sport, plus the international media 
coverage would be overwhelming. 


Who do you think the upcoming 
individual talents are gonna be? 

It would have to be Derek Von 
Breezin from Boulder, Colorado, and 
“Billy,” the newest thing yet in 
Dogtown. 

What are your future plans? 

In the next couple of months, I'll be 
going on aworld tour, and I'd like to 
break the world speed record on a 
standup skateboard. And for right 
now, | think I'll go to the Chart House 
for a lobster dinner and a few Mai 
Tai’s with the boys. @

~ SKATE PARKS: PART XIV

THE ENDLESS WAVE, Bakersfield, California 


Gary Doane, one of the owners of the 
Endless Wave, a new park two hours 
north of L.A. in Bakersfield, describes the 
34,000 square feet of skateable concrete 
as ‘‘challenging, but within the realms of 
sanity.’ That characterization sits well 
with riders the likes of Jerry Valdez, Marc 
Smith and Kent Senator, who, by all ac- 
counts, have nonetheless managed to rip 
the park insanely; in particular the 22’- 
diameter concrete pool. At this writing, 
“grinding and chemical etching” is tak- 
ing care of some rough spots of that 
bowl’s walls and coping, placing it—some

say—in contention with Spring Valley's 
favorite basin for quality of design and 
construction. Definitely a heavy com- 
pliment. 

Why concrete rather than gunite for the 
pool? Gary, whose partners have built a 
reported ‘‘30,000 swimming pools as 
sub-contractors,’’ simply explains: 
“Gunite just isn't strong enough . . . You 
can’t uniformly apply gunite and get even 
strength.”’ That construction group has, 
on the other hand, also worked exten- 
sively with concrete, in fact, acting as a 
sub-contractor on a number of popular 
skateparks, including Reseda Skater- 
Cross, Buena Park's Skatopia and 
Reno's Flow Motion Skatepark. Consid- 
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Jim Cassimus

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ering their apparent expertise, who's to 
argue? 

Despite admittedly ‘‘botching’’ those 
few parts of the pool, the Wave’s original 
concrete work is otherwise high quality. 
Stacy Peralta confirms Gary's assess- 
ment of ‘‘smooth, even transitions in the 
two snake runs’ (300! and 225’), attribut- 
able also to their original shaping. The 
layout likewise offers: an 80’ by 40’ free- 
style area with 3%’ banks; a cloverleaf 
with bowls of varying depths (8%’, 7’ and 
6') and steep ridges in between; a 50’ sla- 
lom ona 10% grade (in other words drop- 
ping 5 feet); and a fairly tight 100-foot- 
long channel which is a cross between a 
half-pipe and a U-shaped run. 

Of the last run, says Gary: ‘‘You have to 
work harder in the pipe. . . only the good 
skaters get to the top.”’ Still, because as 
Stacy points out, it's difficult to hit one- 
wheelers on both sides, the upcoming 
sister facility in Oxnard will provide a 
“bigger, rounder”’ half-pipe. Val Surf lent 
out Jerry and Marc to help supervise con- 
struction (‘‘They’re on the spot with shov- 
els,’’ reported Val’s Mark Richards last 
September) and assure enough diverse 
quality to satisfy the high caliber of skat- 
ers in the Ventura-Oxnard area. 

“There's got to be a lot more thought 
going into new parks,”’ Gary asserts. The 
Bakersfield facility certainly lives up to 
that advice.

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THE RUNWAY, Gardena, California 


The much delayed Runway has finally 
begun to take its final form on its site 
across from the Goodyear launching pad 
in Gardena, California. Stacy Peralta, a 
recent visitor, suggests that the facility 
should actually be called ‘‘Mammoth’’ for 
its imposing proportions, encompassing 
six generally large separate areas. The 
“Pool Bowl,” for example, is a 42’ by 17’ 
keyhole, though showing only a small 
amount of vertical. (‘We're worried about 
insurance,’ explains on-site designer 
Randy Clark.) The U-shaped ‘‘Half- 
Pipe,’’ on the other hand, is 22’ across 
and 13’ deep, and filters into a 430-foot- 
long ‘‘Channel.’’ The layout also takes in: 
two similar serpentines but with left- and 
right-hand bowls, respectively; a large 
freestyle area surrounded by banks of 
varying sizes and shapes; and an adjoin- 
ing, small “Warmup Snake Run.”

John O'Malley and Jack Graham, who 
together brought us two of skateboard- 
ing’s most thoughtfully designed parks, 
the Carlsbad beginner’s area and the 
Concrete Wave, push forward once more 
with something John’s calling ‘‘a mon- 
olithic ski form adapted to skateboard- 
ing.’’ More simplistically named the 
“‘Mogul Maze,’’ this moonscape-like 
sculpture is the first new section to be 
previewed in the Carlsbad advanced 
area, which will eventually also include a 
“Contest Bowl’ of three interlocking ba- 
sins, and an “‘Infinity Bowl.’’ The latter is 
described as a ‘“‘large, deep triangular 
bowl with an island in the center . . . like 
an endless pipe designed for safe but ex- 
citing carving and kick turning.” In total, 
the enlarged facility, which was recently 
renamed ‘‘Sparks/Carlsbad,’’ will cover 
15 acres; in effect, doubling the park’s 
capacity to ‘‘over 1,000 (skaters) per 
day.’’ When the runs and ‘‘village’”’ (con- 
cession stands and pro shop) are com- 
pleted sometime this fall, it will represent 
the fulfillment of a longtime dream for 
John, first and foremost among skatepark 
visionaries.

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SKATEBOARD HEAVEN, Spring Valley, California 


‘‘You have to skate to build a park 
right,’’ so says Steve Cathey, resident pro 
at the new Spring Valley facility, 
Skateboard Heaven. Evidently Steve's 
advice—as with that of other members of 
the G & S team—was well taken, since of 
late, this San Diego County park has be- 
come a mecca for some of Southern Cali- 
fornia's most fervent skatepark pilgrims— 
especially those who are partial to perfect 
keyhole pools. Round and fast, with tiles 
and slight coping, Spring Valley’s offering 
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Overview of Spring Valley's deep cloverleat. 





is often regarded as the best in-park pool 
to date: 

“It’s perfect!’’—Gregg Ayers 

“The first real pool for skating.’’—Stacy 
Peralta 

A conspicuous sign off to the side of 
the bowl reads, ‘‘Pool by Neptune,” and 
the smooth, blue plaster finish within sup- 
ports that statement. The pool is, in fact, a 
close descendant of S.D.’s once heavily 
ridden Soul Bowl, featuring similar design 
and conventiona! gunite-plaster con- 
struction. The creation of Soul Bowl # 2, 
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as it has been named, was therefore a 
logical move for the park’s owners, Craig 
and Lenita Colburn. Explains Craig, ‘‘All 
the local skaters mourned the passing on 
of the Soul Bowl.”’ 

Besides the smooth transitions of the 
22'-diameter by 10’-deep bowl, the de- 
sign also provides skateable matching 
coves in the shallow end. Somewhat sur- 
prisingly, corner love seats were likewise 
included for ‘‘variety,’’ as Steve puts it. 
However, more obviously functional is 
the barely overhanging coping, which 
Steve went all the way to L.A. to track 
down. “It allows a lot of moves ... fly-

aways, quarter-wheelers,’’ says Steve, 
‘vou have less hangup, but still that cop- 
ing feel.”’ 

Of course, being a keyhoie design, the 
pool is bidirectional (it may be easily ap- 
proached from the right or left), a favor- 
able aspect which it shares in common 
with the other runs. The 240-foot-long 
snake run, for instance, may be entered 
from either end, in both cases feeding the 
rider into a steep-banked first turn (thus, 
there are two such banks) with a nego- 
tiable overhanging lip. Steve, a sometime 
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Tom inouye kicks up, out and—radically— 
back in, showing the distinct versatility of 
Spring Valley's slight coping. 
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Once again, Tom using speed, precise aim 
and amazing balance, to catch the long con- 
centric line along the rim of Soul Bowl #2.

The right entry/exit point, in fact, has a 
10-foot-diameter by 25-foot-long cement 
tube, conceivably bolstering that surf 
sensation. 

Other runs include: an 8’-9’-deep, 
four-leaf clover design with vertical, and 
sharp edges; an 80’ by 30’ reservoir with 
a terrace halfway down one side; a begin- 
ner’s run emptying into a 20’-diameter 
bowl with rounded edges (reportedly, 
good for lip slides); a small freestyle deck; 
and a 9-foot-deep keyhole bowl (also 
called the ‘Massage pool’’ after another 
of S.D.’s once favorite spots). 

Incorporating under the title of Skate- 
parks of the Future, the Colburns are 
planning to build other parks for them- 
selves and outside groups. The construc- 
tion of their next personal project is 
scheduled to begin before the end of the 
year in Clairemont, with a third facility to 
be followed in Poway (both S.D. County). 

In the meantime, skaters can get a hint 
of what’s in store by visiting Skateboard 
Heaven. If you're worried about over- 
crowding, word is that all the runs are suf- 
ficiently rideable, even during popular 
night sessions when the crowds tend to 
“even out.’’ Of course, there’s always 
skaters in the pool.

CORAL WAVE. Bob Rudnick and Ed 
Maxwell of Land Surfing International re- 
cently announced plans “‘to construct the 
finest, most challenging park in all of 
South Florida.”’ To be located in Dade 
County, the facility will reportedly be well 
geared to competition, with an elec- 
trically timed 100-meter dual slalom and 
“over 14,000 square feet of free-style 
areas.’ Also featured will be a 420-foot- 
long ‘‘S” track, cascades, mogul mazes, 
bowls and ‘a spectular, tri-laned ‘water 
toboggan.’ ’’ An early 1978 opening is 
planned. 


EARTHIN SURFIN. Billed as “Flor- 
ida’s safest and most diversified park,”’ 
this St. Petersburg facility provides begin- 
ners through expert level runs among its 
five separate areas. Good separation be- 
tween the runs gives a feeling of expan- 
siveness, with straightaways, bowls and 
bends cutting through grassy lawns (not 
astro-turf!). 


EARTH WAVE SKATE PARKS. North, | 


South and West St. Louis County will 
each have its own skatepark by next fall, 
if all goes well for this St. Louis-based in- 
vestment group. In part their proposal 
reads: “Each park will offer skaters a 
range of runs from beginner to advanced 
plus freestyle, vertical and half-pipe spe- 
cialty areas.”’ 

SKATEPARK SOQUEL. A previous re- 
port in SKATEBOARDER (Vol. 4, No. 3) 
stated incorrectly that Ed da Roza and 
Steven Hout’s new two-acre park five 
miles south of Santa Cruz in Soquel, 
would feature “‘two asphalt-covered 
runs.’’ To set the record straight, Ed first 
of all states that “parks should never be 
of asphalt.’ Their facility, in reality, has 
five skating areas, all Of which were sur- 
faced in shotcrete. Included therein are: 
“two esses emptying into two 14’ bowls; 
a 27’ wide, 12’ deep half-pipe with 5’ of 
vertical on each side; a combination mo- 
gul field and reservoir (9’ deep, 4’ of verti- 
cal); and a combination freestyle and 
beginners area with banked walls and 2’ 
of vertical.’’ As with his $200 backyard 
park effort (Vol. 3, No. 6), Ed has once 
more managed to keep construction 
costs down to a minimum—$65,000—by 
ingeniously performing most of the work 
himself. Evidently, his surfing, skating 
and, of course, building background 
didn’t hurt either.

The original Pepsi ramp—a port- 
able half-pipe constructed of 2 by 
4's, plywood and plexiglass—had fi- 
nally ‘broken down” after a spring 
of hard riding at major L.A. demos, 
and what Pepsi had in mind was a 
new ramp ‘‘as strong as a fort." 
Once again, their liaison to the 
skate community, John Baron 
(of Imperial Century/Rainbow 
Skateboards in San Diego), went 
beyond the call of duty. By late 
summer, John came up with not 
one but two such ramps: a 20-foot- 
diameter, 8-foot-wide half-pipe with 
5% feet of extended vertical; and a 
similar diameter and width full tube. 

Formed of polycarbonate (‘‘sim- 
ilar to plexigalss but stronger’’) and 
plywood, the new half-pipe is but- 
tressed with 2 by 2’s and 2 by 4’s 
and is designed so that the vertical 
arms can fold down for easy trans- 
port. In all, the structure weighs in 
at a hefty 4,500 pounds (excluding 
its 2,800-pound ‘‘special trailer’’).

The full pipe, on the other hand, 
consists of nine 360-pound sec- 
tions, which can be utilized either 
- as acomplete or partial unit (for ex- 
= ample, the five lower sections can 
be bolted together to form slightly 
more than a half-tube). Materials 
also differ from that of the half-pipe, 
which in this case employs 2 by 6’s, 
2 by 4’s, plywood and fiberglass. 
John explains that fiberglass is 
preferable to polycarbonate or 
plexiglass, in that it allows good 
control over surface texture. 

Although most experienced skat- 
ers refer to these two ramps as 
‘‘among the best,” they’ve ever rid- 
den (undoubtedly the very best, if 
not the only ones, in the portable 
class); certain flaws are noticed. 
For instance, in reference to the 
slickness of the half-pipe’s poly- 
carbonate side walls, Tom Inouye 
says: ‘You can’t go full-on until you 
get used to it." Pepsi Team rider 
Gregg Ayres further explains: ‘‘Ev- 
ery time you turn at the top your 
wheels slip out some, making it 
hard to come straight down.” The 
consequences of cutting too wide 
an arc at the top of an 8-foot-wide 
ramp can, of course, be consid- 
erable, especially if, as in the case 
of the accompanying photo ses- 
sion, the ramp is already loaded on 
the back of the trailer. 

It was for that reason that John 
eventually installed clear poly- 
propylene nets along the sides of 
the half-pipe. Gregg, however, sug- 
gests that ideally, two such ramps 
could be placed side by side, mak- 
ing for some uninhibited sliding. 

John intends to remedy these 
and other problems by modifiying 
designs and going exclusively with 
lexan (a versatile plastic), fiberglass 
and steel construction for the next 
generation of ramps to be oLUIam ed] 
the end of the year. Those half- 
pipes, pipes, etc., will be used in 
an upcoming Pepsi National 
Invitational Contest and during 
half time shows at major sporting 
events. Eventually, similar portable 
ramps will be marketed by Imperial

18 years old, rides for Sims 


‘‘| used to practically live at the 
L-pool,’’ said a pensive Lee Gahimer, 
Montclair, California's own skate phe- 
nomenon. ‘‘That’s where | really got ac- 
quainted with skating bowls. There was 
every type of wall in there you could ever 
imagine. | learned howto carve there... 
and kick turn . . . and those Cess-slides. 
Now that it’s filled in, | really miss that 
place.” 

One might hazard a guess that, despite 
the fond memory, Lee has adjusted well 
to the loss of one of Southern California’s 
best flat-wall pools, just as he has un- 
doubtedly profited from his experience 
there. Like former L-pool locals Tay Hunt 
and Buddy Allred, and quasi-locals 
Gregg Ayres and Kevin Anderson, Lee 
simply redirected much of his energies to 
the Upland Pipeline Skatepark (the open- 
ing of which mysteriously coincided with 
the L-pool’s burial) only a few miles away. 
Lee, in fact, mopeds to the park most ev- 
ery day, serving on skate patrol and as a 
frequent stoke for aspiring locals and in- 
terested spectators. It’s all in a day’s 
work—well, maybe that’s p/ay—for Lee. 

But even if Lee enjoys his present 
setup, he's not one to start cruising. Ina 
single run during a recent Upland ses- 
sion, for instance, Lee casually pulled off 
three successful jumps from the pipe (ala 
Inouye), taking it higher each time. An- 
other turn found him hitting a series of 
perfect tail-taps in the 13-foot bowl, then 
climaxing in an incredibly long lip slide 
that only looked lucky. 

Despite such surprises, however, there 
is much that is obvious in Lee’s skating. 
His versatility is dictated by a conscious 
creative philosophy: ‘'l try to learn every 
move | can. If you learn one move, there's 
a possibility you can take it into another.” 
His already noted aggressiveness is like- 
wise self-realized: ‘‘|amp.. . get excited 
when | skate.’’ And yet, Lee’s attack is at 
the same time very deliberate, a trait 
which may well separate him from the 
pack, and points toward a classically 
“positive” frame of mind. 

“| think there aren't many moves that 
can't be done,’ Lee asserts. ‘Think about 


what you're going to do first, how you're 
going to do it, and then just apply it.”’ For 
example, he cites a unique bowl slide 
he’s working on where ‘'l go up and hit a 
vertical lip at speed, just sliding on the 
center of my board (no wheels touching) 
for about six feet before dropping back 
in.’’ Says an as yet unsuccessful, though 
undaunted, Lee, ‘| know | can do it!”’ 

Lee is almost equally enthused about 
going back to his skateboarding roots 
and getting ‘‘reacquainted with free- 
style,’ as was prompted by his recent se- 
lection for membership on the Pepsi 
team. In between that and work at the 
Pipeline, he manages some surfing (Lee 
lives 35 miles from the beach) and peri- 
odic excursions to other Southern Cali- 
fornia parks with Tom Sims and fellow 
team members. 

Although for park riding Lee prefers a 
31-inch top of his own design, Sims 
boards do fit his criteria in other types of 
terrain. Midtracks and German bearings 
usually serve as standard equipment on 
those boards, as do Sims Comp 2”’ 
Wheels, about which he is particularly im- 
pressed: ‘‘l don’t think there’s a wheel 
that can touch a Sims. They're the fastest 
wheels I’ve ever ridden, and I’ve ridden 
quit a few.”’ 

Lee also bears a strong allegiance to 
the Pipeline park, especially inasmuch as 
it has become the showcase for local 
“Badland”’ talent. ‘I’m finally glad to see 
that some of the people that are in ‘the 
sticks'—that don’t live right on the 
beach—are starting to get noticed. The 
radical moves | see in SKATEBOARDER— 
who's to know who did them first—all | 
know is that they've been doing them out 
here for two years. The talent’s definitely 
out here. It just took this park, | guess.” 

But Lee goes on to speculate that this 
may only be the beginning; that because 
of the park and the nature of the area, the 
skateboard community will be seeing 
much more of the ‘‘hot little Badland 
squirts.” ‘‘They’re starting to get picked 
up on teams now,”’ he explains. ‘It’s not 
like the beach where many skaters divide 
their time between both surfing and 
skateboarding. | think this area could ac- 
tually produce better skateboarders ... 
because,” he adds in a dubious tone, 
‘'there’s nothing else to do out here but 


skate!” ‘

KUBO 


18 Years old—Rides for 
Z-Flex Skateboards 


Shogo Kubo may be fun loving, but he 
takes his skating seriously; he’s punctual 
and has a no-nonsense attitude about ev- 
erything he does. 

Shogo was born in the southernmost 
part of Japan, in Kagoshima City. Grow- 
ing up in the Orient has given him an en- 
tirely different attitude about most things 
that we all take for granted; like being 
able to communicate. When he came to 
this country, he did not speak English. At 
school his peer group made fun of him 
and thought he was slow; the first word 
he learned in English was ‘‘stupid.’’ He 
now speaks two languages fluently, has 
adapted with total ease to the informal 
lifestyle of Southern California, and still 
manages to retain the moral values of his 
traditional Oriental upbringing. He is re- 
luctant, to the point of being taciturn, to 
speak of his own accomplishments, but is 
not hesitant to extoll those of his friends. 

Shogo’s endeavors are as multifaceted 
as his personality; always active in 
sports, he played soccer in Japan for four 
years, and in America he accepted foot- 
ball, basketball, gymnastics and surfing 
readily as his own forms of self-expres- 
sion. It was only by coincidence that his 
first introduction to skateboarding was at 
his judo dogo. One of the students used 
to skate before and after class, and the 
whole rhythm and movement intrigued 
Shogo enough that he got to know Jay 
Adams, and tried using his board. The 
moves came easily to him; he has a fine 
sense of balance derived from his varied 
athletic background and, most important 
of all, judo has taught him the proper art 
of falling. The banks (upon which he 
learned the finer aspects of skateboard- 
ing) could not intimidate him. He takes an 
aggressive approach towards skating, 
but does it in a subtle manner. At skate- 
parks he likes to give the people a good 
show, but he really prefers the free and 
easy, plush lands of West Los Angeles 
and Santa Monica, just skating with his 
many friends. 

His favorite spot was the now defunct 
Keyhole. Upland, Reseda, Skatopia and

the more recent Dog Bowl have since be- 
come the terrain he travels most fre- 
quently. He rides a 30’ Z-Flex equipped 
with Tracker Trucks and Tunnel Rocks or 
Power Flex Wheels. He has been working 
with Z-Flex on his own board design and 
testing prototypes. He likes to skate to the 
music of Jimi Hendrix, explaining that 
Hendrix was ten years ahead of his time, 
an innovator, completely original and un- 
paralleled. Nugent and the Zep provide 
variety to his musical tastes. 

Shogo has always been a spectator of 
a varied amount of sports events. O. J. 
Simpson is one of his favorite athletes, 
and he finds the boxing matches amus- 
ing. He has always enjoyed watching 
skateboard freestyle, admiring the grace- 
fulness of the girls, Paul Hoffman's agile 
ability, and the fluid moves of Russ How- 
ell. He had been into competition when 
he was on the fabled Zephyr Team, but 
felt that freestyle was too confining for 
him. He says that the whole contest 
scene deprived him of time that could be 
more freely spent elsewhere. Shogo pre- 
fers walls! He says that when contests are 
held in bowls, he will again compete. His 
style is smooth, yet forceful. When asked 
if he practices to maintain this appear- 
ance, he replied, ‘‘No, when | am in a 
bowl, | just have to go for it; it is not a rou- 
tine that can be practiced, as only the first 
move can be planned.”’ He explained fur- 
ther that each successive move depends 
upon the manner in which the preceding 
move is completed. If his foot should 
come off the board, an improvised slide 
down the face of the wall can save the 
whole performance. He rarely falls. 

“Being high on the wail is a full-on 
rush, its like surfing—only more intense.”’ 
Frontside axle grinds, one-wheelers on 
the coping, and two wheels out carving 
are his favorite maneuvers. He considers 
the frontside airborne the most difficult of 
all bow! maneuvers. ‘‘Sometimes | think 
maybe all this is dangerous, but the 
moves come so fast it’s hard to give that 
idea much thought.”’ 

His ambitions are not limited to excell- 
ing in skateboarding, but include becom- 
ing Proficient upon the guitar he has been 
playing for over a year, and a trip to Japan 
where he would like to see how things 
have changed, what skateboarding and 
its Parks are like there, and to see his

16 years old, unattached 


It has the sound of a classic success 
story, or at least the makings of one, for a 
young Maryland skater named Wilson 
Fair. 

In the beginning—just last year, that 
is—Wilson didn't even own a skateboard, 
and it didn’t really matter since, at that 
time, not much skating went on in his 
Montgomery County neighborhood. And 
then a close friend, Michael Vincent, got 
a board, occasionally let Wilson ride it, 
and eventually passed it on when he 
moved up to a more deluxe model. Wilson 
was almost immediately hooked (‘‘It 
came easy to me’’), and for months he 
and Michael together terrorized local 
streets and sidewalks. 

Chapter two might begin this year with 
the opening of Ron Wallace's Freestyle 
Skatepark in Gaithersburg, about a five- 
minute drive from Wilson's home. Having 
already developed considerable talent at 
slalom, freestyle (8rd in the Men’s Divi- 
sion at the 1977 Cabin John Park Con- 
test), and skateboard high jumping (he’s 
presently clearing 4'5’’), he then had his 
first taste of bank riding—and that was all 
it took. By late summer, Wilson was occa- 











sionally traveling to Ocean City’s Ocean 
Bowl, and other nearby facilities, and al- 
most always riding the Freestyle Park 
evenings until closing time. Says Wilson, 
“If it wasn’t for Mr. Wallace, ‘this place 
would still be dry . . . | love that park!” 

A third chapter in Wilson’s relationship 
with the sport could very well deal with his 
determination and natural athletic ability. 
Accomplished at football, basketball, and 
track and field events (he holds the 
county high-jump record in his division), 
Wilson began studying every bank move 
in SKATEBOARDER, and applying his full 
creative energies daily at the park. His 
“unbelievable balance’ came to the fore 
in such maneuvers as power slides, aer- 
ials and “rock slides’’ (‘‘sort of like a 
quick end-over on the wall’’). On SKATE- 
BOARDER’s tour along parts of the East 
Coast last August, Tom Inouye was, in 


fact, so impressed with Wilson’s skating 
that he cut him loose on one of his per- 
sonal boards. 

Not surprisingly, that board—a 30-inch 
Sims taper-kick with Midtracks and Comp 
Il's—is Wilson’s current ‘‘favorite.’’ Sim- 
ilarly predictable are his goals for the im- 
mediate future: “‘l want to go out to 
California so bad . . . maybe get on the 
Sims team.” 

The closing chapters, of course, are 
anybody's guess. One would assume, 
though, that some smart promoter look- 
ing for arising star on the Eastern horizon 
will focus in on Wilson. Inasmuch as he is 
actively pushing himself toward a suc- 
cessful future in the sport, perhaps the 
real author of his story will likewise con- 
tribute to that end.
